From the appearance of the records 
In the office of the county treasurer it 
appears .that the bondsmen who were 
held responsible for the shortage found 
in the office of the county treasurer 
under Ames, will have their entire lia- 
bility cleared up by the first of April. l 

Up to date there has been a total of 
-$11,612.45 paid to the office of the cir- 
cuit clerk, and it is expected that every 
day will Bee a large sum turned over by 
the bondsmen until the entire amount 
is cleared up. 

, The first installment was paid March 
10, the amount being $450. Since "that 
time the following amounts have been 
paid: 

March 15-$3.562.46. 
* March 18— $5,600.00. 

March 20-$2,000. 

This makes a total of $11,612.45 paid 
in ten days, and it is thought that the 
record will be kept up by the bonds- 
j men. The amount will be held in the 
office of the circuit clerk until the en- 
tire amount is paid, when; it will be 
turned over to County Treasurer Carl 
Westerfiold. • 

The bondsmen might haye saved 
themselves over $50 had they been will- 
ing to appear in court to answer the 
charge rather than waiting for the 
sheriff to serve the papers upon them. 

The sheriff's fees alone amounted to 
$50.45 which might as well have been 
saved had the bondsmen not waited for 
the processes to be served. 

An instrument was recorded by the 
county recorder whereby E. B. Wil- 
liams and W\ S. Westlake, two of the 
Ames bondsmen released a mortgage 
of the homestead of Dr. Ames at Anti- 
och. The mortgage, which amounted 
to $2,000 was turned back to the State 
Bank of Antioch by Mrs; Ellen 'Ames, 
in whose name the mortgage had been 
drawn.

fraternity. Before the life savers \ 
could reach him the frail row boat v had ! F 
drifted almost two miles out into the C * 
lake and was in imminent danger of .' 
capsizing. . 

Buckshaw, who is a landsman and 
naturally averse to the.lake, was forced ' ' 
into the boat and shoved out from' the | 
shore to make spore for his tormentors, 
who amusedly watched his vain efforts 
to get back to land. His crieB attracted 
a large crowd of students, but in the 
meanwhile ' the stiff breeze blowing 
from the west had carried the boat be- 
yond the' reach of the rope finally 
thrown out. by his persecutors to tow 
him in. 

Suddenly realizing the seriousness of 
the situation, the frightened students 
rushed up to the life saving station to 
obtain assistance for the drifting Beta. 
Bnckshaw continued to wave his arms 
frantically and to call lustily for assis- 
tance from the shore, but the only re- 
sponse was the shrieks of the co-eds 
who had been attracted to the lake 
shore, until Lawson gave chase in the 
government boat. 

When pulled from his boat Buckshaw 
was soaked with lake water and faint 
with fright. The boat was almost half 
filled with water and could not have 
kept afloat much longer among the high 
waves. He was cared for and re- 
covered at the life saving station under 
the care of Captain Peter Jensen.

A disasterous fire # broke out in the 
home of Adison Felter on Lake street 
just before noon Tuesday and consider- 
ing the strong wind that was blowing 
at the time and the fact that the flames 
had gained considerable headway before 
help arrived, it was nothing short of a 
miracle that the building was not en- 
tirely consumed. 

F. B. Huber who. was working just 
across the street chanced to glance out 
and discovered that huge cloudB of 
smoke was issuing from the roof of the 
Feltqr residence. He quickly spread 
the alarm and in a very short time the 
hook and ladder brigade and the hose 
carts were on the scene. Before their 
arrival the flames had burst through 
the roof, and fanned by the wind were 
swiftly spreading. A large crowd soon 
gathered and the lower floor of the 
house was emptied in short order. 
After some pretty lively hustling the 
flames were extinguished, but not until 
the roof was completely destroyed and 
the upper story a mass of ruins and the 
plaster on the entire house was prac- 
tically, ruined by water. In one room 
upstairs was packed furniture belong- 
ing to Mrs. Flora McGhee. Of this 
nothing was Bayed. In another room 
occupied by Miss Gertie Felter, a very 
few articles of clothing escaped the 
flames, but were water, soaked and 
stained almost beyond recognition. 
A number of the lower windows are 
broken and the goods removed suffered 
somewhat from water and hasty 
handling. 

The origin of the fire is a complete 
mystery, the only solution being that 
it may have started from a defective 
chimney, although the only stove lead- 
ing into it was a hard coal burner and 
the fire had not been replenished since 
Monday morning on account of the 
warm weather. 

An insurance of $2,000 was carried on 
the house and barn. 



Lake County in Recount Shows Steady 
Gai/i for Boone County Contestant 

Thomas F. Burns has returned from 
Springfield confident that his contest 
for the legislative seat occupied by 
Joseph E. Anderson will be .successful, 
Bays the Belvidere Republican. 

Up to Thursday night the legislative 
committee had recounted seven pre- 
cincts in Lake county, and Burns had 
gained 149$ votes, overcoming Ander- 
son's 62 majority and giving Burns a 
.lead of 87$. His greatest gains were 
in Antioch. Unless Anderson can show 
big gains somewhere else, it looks like 
a cinch. 

The legislature adjourned Thursday 
evening until Tuesday of this week, 
taking a vacation in honor of St Pat- 
rick. 

It appears that there was consider- 
able filbustering regarding the recount, 
and after a series of delays it began to 
look as if the legislative committee 
never would get to the recount, in fact, 
it looked as if possibly they did not 
care to recount the ballots in this dis- 
trict 

It is said, however, that members of 
the committee were given to under- 
stand that unless there was a recount 
and a square deal all around, that the 
matter would be taken on the floor of 
the legislature and fought to a finish. 
Then they got busy. 

There are no charges of fraud in this 
recount; the contest being based en- 
tirely on a claim of errors in the count 
As far as the count has gone, the errors 
appear to have been made by judges 
giving Burns only one vote on straight 
democratic ballots, where lie should 
have had three votes. These errors 
were not made by the same judges in 
relation to Anderson's vote, because 
the number of straight Prohibition 
ballots was small and Anderson's vote 
was secured largely from republicans 
who spit to him, splitting the vote with 
the republican candidates and the split 
votes appear to have been correctly 
counted. 

It will probably take a couple of 
weeks to finish the recount.

A warm time, which recalled to the 

minds of the older residents of the city 

the old time republican and democratic 
caucuses which formerly held sway in 

the city, was had at the anti-Lorimer 
meeting in the circuit court ! room Sun- 
day afternoon. 

For a time it looked as if Deputy- 
Sheriff Clinton Green, who was present 
at the meeting^ would have , to be 
called upon to restore order, so loud 
came the clamor when Attorney A. K. 
Stearns of Lake Bluff and Waukegan 
arose and defended the honor of, Sen- 
ator Lorimer. 

The meeting opened as peaceably as 
a husking bee, but it was not long be- 
fore there was evidence of an element 
of discord. There were a number of " 
men present who represented" the Lor- 
imer faction of the city, and as soon as 
the first speech was finished . A. K. 
Stearns, who represents one of the men 
who voted for Lorimer on the floor of 
the general assembly of Illinois, arose 
and defended his position. His remarks 
became slightly nersonal to some of 
the pastors present, who, he said," were, 
like small terriers snapping at the heels 
of a huge mastiff. 

Shouts of "sit down and shut up," 
arose from all parts of the court room 
from those who opposed Lorimer. A 
vote was taken as to whether Stearns 
should be allowed to continue, and as 
the number of Lorimer men was larger 
than those opposing him, he was allowed 
to proceed. There were hisses and cat 
calls at various stages of his speech, 
but he continued in Bpite of all. 

He defended himself, Lorimer and 
congress in general, . and stated- that 
there was no good to be obtained from 
meetings of that sort He claimed that 
there were many Lorimer votes which 
were not counted, and that he would 
have had sufficient to elect him without 
those alleged to have been purchased 
from Holtslaw and other democrats. 

Senator Olson failed to appear at the 
meeting and the session wbb held with- 
out him. The first speaker of the after- 
noon was Dr. R. H. T. Nesbitt - He 
read a message from Governor Eugene 
Foss, brother, of Congressman Foss, on 
good government, which was well re- 
ceived. 

Next came the speech of former Rep- 
resentative A. K. Stearns, followed by 
a number of speakers, impromptu, and 
a general exodus from the room of all 
Lorimer sympathizers. The reason for 
the exodus was the statement of Rev- 
George McGinnis that the meeting was 
purely one against Lorimer, and .that 
any speeches in favor of Lorimer were 
out of order. 

Rev. Clendenning of the Fiast Meth- 
odist, church took exception to .the 
statement claiming that no , resolution 
stated as coming from the citizens of 
Waukegan was right unless all we^e 
heard from. Rev. Clendenning left the 
room immediately in company with A. 
K. Stearns and William Deane leaders 
of the Lorimer faction of the city. 
These men were followed by about fifty " 
more of the audience, and after alt 
opposition had left, the following reso- 
lution was passed without a dissenting 
vote:

At the be- 
ginning of tho war between tho Boers 
and the British in 1809 ho was placed 
In command of tho Boer army of tho 
west," tho Orange Freo State forces. 
Ho directed the sieges of Mafeklng 
and Kimberley. After numerous and 
galling reverses tho British . govern* 
ment sent out. Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts and Gen. Lord Kitchener, 
with many thousands of fresh troops, 
to overwhelm tho hardy Boers. Cronjo 
and his forces were brought to bay at 
a point on.Moddcr river, near Paarde- 
berg, where their position was Impreg- 
nable to assault but greatly exposed 
to artillery fire from the surrounding 
heights. After a ten dayB* siege 
Cronje's 3,000 men had suffered so 
much that they could endure no more 
and the Boer general was forced ■ td 
surrender February 27, the' anniver- 
sary of Majuba. 

The British government sent Cronjo 
to St. Helena, but after tho war re- 
leased- him. With a picked forco of 
his .army associates he gave exhibi- 
tions of Boer methods of drill and 
warfare at the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position in 1904. Ho owned several 
thousand acres of land and- was con- 
sidered one of the wealthy men of 
South Africa. 

After the war Geperal Cronjo lived 
as an autocrat and a patriarchy amid 
his farms and his herds, respected by 
many and feared by all.

Booker T. Washing- 
ton wnB not able to appear In court 
Monday becauso of injuries he re- 
ceived when ho was attacked by a 
white man late Sunday night, accord- 
ing to the' statement of his attorney, 
and the hearing of a* charge against 
Albert Ulrica, tho carpenter arrested 
on his complaint of felonious assault, 
was postponed.. Ulrlch was. held in 
$1,500 ball. 

Ulrlch, a white man, maintained that 
ho was acting within his rights when 
ho pursued the negro educator for sev- 
eral blocks before a policeman ap- 
peared. Ignorant of the negro's Iden- 
tity, he declared that his wife' liad 
complained to him of a negro she had 
met in the hallway of their flat house 
*n West Sixty-third street 

Dr. Washington, who was sent to 
Flower hospital, where 1G ' stitches 
were taken in his scalp, asserted that 
his mission to that neighborhood was 
perfectly legitimate and that he had 
been made the Innocent victim of a 
most atrocious assault 

Attorney smith, who represented Dr. 
Washington, told. Magistrate Cornell 
that his client had 11 wounds and 
that one of them had caused a severe 
hemorrhage of tho ear. 

A short affidavit was then made by 
Policeman Tiernoy, who brought Ul- 
rica In court, and on this the prisonor 
was held. 

Washington, who went to his apart- 
ments at the Hotel Manhattan after 
having his wounds dressed, told tho 
police that ho had received a letter 
from his secretary • saying that D. C. 
, Smith, the, auditor of Tuskegee Insti- 
tute, of which ho Is the head, was in 
New York city, and desired to see 
him. ' / 

"This letter said Mr. Smith was stop- 
ping with a cousin, giving tho namo 
and nddress," said Mr. Washington. 
"On Sunday I attended church serv- 
ices, twice, and, after speaking at a 
church In the evening, I recalled the 
letter concerning Smith nndN decided 
to look him up. I discovered -that I 
had left' the letter in other clothes at 
the hotel, but I thought I could recall 
the namo as something like Moore, 
and the address as being West Sixty, 
third street I went there and com- 
menced to look at the name plates on' 
the letter boxes in the halls of the 
different houses, seeking tho namo of 
Mr. Smith's cousin. It was 'while thus 
engaged that I was attacked." 

Ulrlch, in an Interview with his 
lawyors and others In court, said: 
"About nine o'clock my wife took, one 
of our dogs out -Into the Btreot Wo 
live on the ground floor of the house. 
When she returned she said that she 
had seen a negro in tho hall and that 
he spoke to her.

T WAS duo to tho initiative, of 
and to the preparations mado 
by Mr. G. P. -Norton' of New 
York and to his kindness In 
Including mo In the party, that 
I owe this opportunity to sot 
forth here .a brief account of 
tho hunting trip taken by Fred 
Norton, Harry Whitney and 
myself during tho summer of 
1908 on tho Bailing steamer 
Erik, which sailed as tender 
to tho Roosevelt as far as 
.Etah, North Greenland, on tho 
memorable expedition of' that year, which re- 
sulted In the discovery of the 'polo by Com- 
mander Robert ID. Peary. Whitney waB a 
member of tho party until \wo left Etah to ro- 
turn homo. • 

Tho shiprhelng our headquarters for tho 
wholo'of tho trip, wo wero able to take along 
lis -largo an outfit as wo wished. In addition 
to tlio usual^paraphernalla wo took with us 
an 18-foot whaloboat propolled by a three- 
horsepower gasoline engine [ 

Sydney, Capo Breton island, was tho ren- 
dezvous for tho two ships of this expedition, 
tho Roosevelt and tho Erik, to which place 
Norton and I proceeded- by train from New 
York. Tho Erik had come from St John's sev- 
eral days before and was taking on coal and 
provisions. Tho Roosevelt arrived on tho 
fourteenth, with Whitney and other members 
of tho expedition, with tho exception of Com- 
mander Peary, who camo by train oh the samo 
_day. At Sydney .we met Mr. Craft, from Car- 
negio institute, Washington, who was. to be- 
come a welcome member of our party aboard 
tho Erik. 

Of tho ship's company was Capt. Sam 
Bartlctt, uncle of Captain Bob, of the Roose- 
velt; first mate, Tom Bartlett, at one timo 
skipper for Dr. Grenfell; second mate, Harold 
Bartlett, son of tho "old man/' as tho crew 
called Captain Sam; chief engineer, Richard 
Pike; second engineer, Jim; another Jim, the 
steward; Joe White, tho cabin boy, and the' 
cook, boatswain, two stokers and a crew of 
five Bailors — all Newfoundlanders with tho ex- 
ception of tho cabin boy, who was, I belicvo, 
an elevator boy *Jn a New York hotel before 
wo took him along as chief administrator,- to 
our comfort. This was the gathering aboard 
tho Erik when sho. sailed out of Sydney on 
Friday, July 17, at 12:30 a. m., leaving the 
Roosevelt to follow later and making tho start 
of a polar expedition which *vas to becomo 
In a little over a yearns time, the most famous 
In history. 

Wo passed through the Straits of Belle 
Islo during tho night of tho eighteenth, hav- 
ing experienced both clear and foggy weather 
and a drop In tho temperature to 40 degrees

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Fahrenheit, making Hawk Harbor, a whaling 
station and "factory on tho Labrador coast, 
Sunday evening at eight. 

Tho whale meat for which wo came to 
Hawk Harbor having been stowed on deck 
forward wo loft in company with the Rpose : 
velt on Tuesday afternoon and the following 
day entered the harbor at Turnlvik, our last 
stop on tho Labrador coast, in tho midst of a 
thunderstorm. Turnlvik is a fishing station, 
and hero Capt. Bob Bartlett said good-by to 
his father, Capt. William Bartlett, who Is 
owner of the station. / 

The run through Davis strait,, across Baf- 
fin' and Melville bays, around Cape York and 
Into North Star bay, "where, wo waited for the 
Roosevelt, consumed nine days, during which 
time wo overhauled our outfit, worked on a 
Ball. for the whaleboat and fished for gulls that 
wouldn't bite. We crossed "tho arctic circle 
on tho twenty-eighth of July. At midnight on 
the thirtieth of July I took a snapshot pho- 
tograph of tho Bhip from the. end of tho bow- 
sprit , ■ './,.•. 

Tho Roosovelt camo In on the third of 
August, having stopped at Capo York to pick 
up doss and natives, and at tho suggestion of 
Peary. we loBt no time in preparing for a wal- 
rus hunt. Commander ■ Peary .' helped us In 
every way possible — ub indeed ho had dono 
from* tho start and continued to do until the 
ships separated— procuring Eskimo guides for 
,us and telling us where to go and what to do 
when we got there. . Wo left the ship at 'three 
in tho morning with three Eskimo guides, 
steering our power whaleboat west through 
Wolstcnholm sound to where Saunders. island 
lifts Its Bteop, bare sides, washed on tho west 
by 'the open water of Baffin bay. In tho sound 
and about Saunders iBland congregate tho old 
bull walrus, while further north in tho Whale 
sound regions are found only tho cows and 
young bulls. 

Oft the eastern end of the island onp of 
the Eskimo pointed to a black spot on a float- 
ing cako of ice, and as we pushed nearer tho 
black turned to a dirty vbrownlsh yellow, soon 
easily recognized as two big walrus bulls lying 
asleep on the ice pan. The engino wap stopped 
and tho boat drifted up quietly. Two Eskimo 
stood in, tho bow with tiarpoonB ready, I stood 
next, and the others somowhero behind mo. 
When within about 30 feet both walrus raised 
thpir heads,- showing long .white tusks and 
thick'nocks criss-crossed with acara,' ( As Whit- 



ney and I fired 
they started 
'sliding. off tho 
panB ; into . tho 
water. The Es- 
kimo in the 
bow, first to 
throw his bar- 
pooii, missed 
t h o nearest 
animal as' ho 
sank, but tho 
second man 
threw true, 
and tho lino slipped out over the bow, tight- 
ening with a Jerk aB ho snubbed it on a cleat 
So wo had ono walrus, at any rate, hard and 
fast on tho business end of tho line. When, 
ho came up to. breathe— for ho was- far from, 
dead— I fired at him again and missed, and he> 
ducked under. The same thing happened sev- 
eral times, and though I did finally finish him 
with a bullet through his brain, I had no Idea 
until then what a lot of practice It takes to 
shoot accurately out of a boat when, rocked 
even by small waves, aB was ours. 

The sixth of Augiffc was calm and warm, 
the sun Bhone brightly and tho innumerable 
pans of floating ice glistened under the slant- 
ing rays, as the Erik i shoved her nose into 
the mouth of Whale sound. N 

"Just tho day for walrus — no wind and 
% they'll be out on the ice sleeping in the Bun/V 
said Mat Henson, who had come aboard from 
the Roosovelt to take charge of tho hunt; and 
Mat knew,- for. ho had hunted walrus in Whale 
sound many a time. 

In half an hour soveral pans .of walrus had 
been sighted— It was then four in the morn- 
ing—and two bo.itB wero launched;. Norton, 
Henson, two Eskimo and myself in a rowboaf; 
Whitney, with a crew, In the launch. We 
were soon busy. When an animal was killed 
an oar .'was. hoisted and the ship steamed up 
' to the spot and hauled the dead monster 
aboard With tho winch; the boat shoving off 
again to search for more game. Some of tho 
"tricks of the trade" were soon learned, for 
instance:. a walrus killed in the water would 
sink nine times out of ten, and unless there 
was a harpoon In him would bo lost. Tho 
samo was. generally true of ono shot on an 
ico pan, unless killed Instantly— ho would 
1 slide off Into tho water and sink. 

Our party Anally returned aboard exhaust- 
ed, to find that about 40 walrus had boon 
taken. 

When I awoke next morning wo were drop- 
ping anchor off a little Eskimo village named 
Kangerderlooksoah, situated near the mouth 
of Inglefleld gulf. Commander Peary had 
. been with us aboard the Erik since leaving 
North Star bay and Bald that ho > would remain 
here long enough to give us a chance at tho 
caribou. That afternoon we pushed off in the 
whaloboat, bound for the • head of . tho - gulf, 
our five Eskimo companions SB pleased and as 
excited as children at tho idea of a hunt. Wo 
worked along shore,, zigzagging between low 



Glabs of ico, where sea . p)geons * floated and 
little auks dovo and flew away as the boat ap- 
proached. Looking over the side one could see 
their little black-and-white bodies shooting 
the water, using their wings vigorously and 
leaving a trail of bubbles behind. Soveral seals 
were seen and ns we rounded a point half an. 
hour later, another vlllago appeared, the pointed 
huts hardly distinguishable at first from the 
pointed rocks. A native came out in a kayak 
to accompany us ashore. 

At least half the population expressed a 
strong desire to go with us, by getting. into the 
boat when wo wero making ready to leave, a 
compromise being finally effected by our taking 
along two fine-looking young /bucks each dressed 
in a new bear and sealskin suit. 
- ' At seven the next morning tho sun burBt 
through the mist and shono on the wet rocks, 
tho win to ice in the bay, and also on the glisten- 
ing black head oL-a curious seal wallowing 
about just off shore. Things were movlng^rih 
no time. The huskies crawled out from under 
the boat cover and beat their fur clothing' with 
sticks to get out tho dampness and the oil 
stoves were set going in preparation for break- 
fast. At eight we started inland; accompanied 
by the Eskimo hunters, carrying rifles and a 
few biscuits. 

Tho first rldgo rose sharply from the shore, 
tho trail beyond leading up a broad, rAcky val- 
ley. Hero we separated, my two guides turn- 
ing up a dry creek bed. It was hard traveling 
over tho broken 'rock in the valleys and the 
steep slants of the ridges, and my i405 Winches- 
ter got pretty heavy before wo sighted tho first 
game, in the shape of two blue-gray caribou 
bulls, feeding ,at the edge of a . rock-rimmed 
pond.' One of the huskies and I circled around 
the down-wind side and crawled on our bellies 
up to a. big boulder near the head of tho pond, 
bringing both animals within range. As we 
reached tlio boulder and peeked cautiously 
around it tho nearer caribou began to get un- 
easy and started out of the wator, but pulled 
up on tlio bank, at a range of about 100 yards, 
long enough to get himself properly shot. At 
that distance his coat was much the same shade 
of gray as tho rocks on which he fell. 

Not long after leaving this pond we killed, 
between us, 15 ptarmigan with tho .22 rifle. A 
few hours later, standing on the top of a high 
ridge looking across a big valley with a lake 
at tho bottom, tho inland ico cap could bo plain- 
ly 8e*en curving down, Bmooth and white, smoth- 
ering all but this narrow strip of barren land 
along the coast; and at tho foot of tho ridge on 
tho other side, standing ankle deep at tho edgo 
of another little pond, were two more caribou, 
a bull and a. cow. We dropped back of tho crest 
of tlio ridge and, following down a ravine fur- 
ther on, came out on a level with tho pond, hid- 
den from the sight of the game by a small hum- 
mock of rock. By crawling to tho top of' the 
hummock wo were able to got a view of the 
pond.. The caribou wero still there, but lying 
down among the stones, and so llko them in 
color that they wero very hard to locate without 
the, glasses— though only 300 yards dlBtant* as 
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1 afterward placed it. It was useless to try to 
get nearer, as there was no cover, and I fired 
at the bull and could see he was hit by the way 
ho staggered aB he jumped up and tried to run. 
The cow jumped up also and stood still, broad- 
side on, and when I' fired at her I could hear 
the bullet strike very plainly. Though it did 
not knock her down, she seemed unable to run, 
and another shot put her out of her misery. 

While still at this pond tho two Eskimo hunt- 
ers with whom Whitney started out chased a_ 
cow and calf on the run right past us. I hit the 
cow In tho side at tho third shot and the calf 
stopped and was killed by ono of the Eskimo. 
^ We now had six caribou— a fair supply of 
meat— and two extra men to help carry it in, 
as the other party had had no luck. So I loft 
them to bring in what they could and started 
for camp alone. On tho way I killed tho biggest 
bull of all. Ho was alone on a hlJlBlde and I 
got within range without much difficulty. Whit- 
ney was in camp and said ho had seen no cari- 
bou and Norton came in a couple of hours later, 
tired and disgusted, having shot a calf. 

Our second attempt at walrus hunting in 
Whale sound was. practically, a failure, tho 
weather being unfavorable. The - Erik was head- 
ed, for Etah, where we found the Roosevelt. At 
Etah tho shore rises abruptly on both sides of 
the harbor and the sharp, rocky hillB were dot- 
ted with Arctic hares. They are white with 
black-tipped ears all the year around and havo 
extremely long and powerful hind legs, often 
running along almost upright for considerable 
distances. They were' very shy when wo ar- 
rived, having been hunted for some days by 
men from the' Roosevelt. 

During the ten days spent at Etah tho Roose- 
velt was making ready for her dash northward. 
The two ships lashed together, transferred sup- 
plies, coal and tho vlle-smelllng whale meat, 
which we had carried for so long aboard tho 
Erik. Coal and provisions wero landed and tho 
day before the Roosevelt sailed was Bpent In 
transferring somo 250 dogs from an island, 
where they had been put ashore, to tho Roose- 
velt's deck. 

Early in the afternoon of the eighteenth of 
August tho Roosevelt showed by signal that she 
was ready to Btart north. At the time the Erik 
was tied to tho rocks, landing coal, and tho 
Roosovelt waB anchored further up the bay. Tho 
captain, Norton, Whltnoy and I rowed over to 
her, and Commander Peary Invited us into his 
cabin, where wo drank a glass of brandy to the 
health. of all on board and to the success of the 
expedition, shook hands with everyone we could 
And amid the bustle and preparation of starting, 
and. rowed back to tho Erik. Whitney had de- 
cided to winter at Etah, and we left him there 
on the twenty-first, dropping him astern In his 
rowboat about an hour's run out 

Hore we were homeward bound and not a 
sight had we had of the greatest and most de* 
sired arctic game, tho white bear, it was near- 
ly a month later before we did see one. Wo 
killed a few more walrus, arctic hares and 
birds on our way south, visited the Greenland 
Danish settlements at Upernavlk, Disco and 
Holstenberg and crossed Davis strait, striking 
the coast on tho west side near the mouth of 
Cumberland gulf. 

On tho twenty-second of September, off the 
Labrador coast, we ran Into nn iceberg, the 
shock breaking open tho old Erik pretty well 
back to tho pavement. Fortunately tho damage 
was about two feet above tho water line; very 
fortunately, as nono of tho boats happened to 
bo In a condition that would permit quick 
launching. Tho crash came about eight o'clock 
on a bright, starlight evening, with tho northern 
lights shifting across tho sky and probably blot 
ting out tho berg until it wbb too late to cscapi 
collision. This accldgnt seemed to take the lift 
right out of the old ship, though sho had with- 
stood so many dangers in the past, and it wat 
a 'crippled old Erik with a badly smashed no&il 
that finally dropped anchor In Srlsua harbor.

COLONEL IS HONORED GUEST 



Cheering Crowds Congratulate Former 
President to Whom Is Due Honor 
of Starting Project — Roosevelt 
Makes Principal Speech. 



INDICTED FOR FRAUD 



NINE MEN ARE CHARGED WITH 
CONSPIRACY BY GRAND JURY. 



Witness Called to Aid prosecution In 

Alleged Alaskan Land Grab Shares 

of Others. 



Roosevelt, Ariz., March 18. — Amid 
the cheers of thousands assembled to- 
day to witness the formal opening of 
the largest dam la the world, tho 
Roosevelt structure across the canyon 
of tho Salt river. Miss Ethel Roose- 
velt, under tho direction of her father, 
touched the buttoa that sent the Im- 
prisoned waters of tho Arizona river 
rippling through tho vast system of 
canals that will transform this sun- 
baked construction town and 200,000 
acres of shifting desert sand Into a 
veritable Garden of Eden. 

The arrival of tho Roosevelt party, 
who motored seventy-five miles across 
tho desert to attend the ceremonies, 
was a signal for wild hilarity among 
those assembled to witness the event. 
Tho cheering crowds pressed about 
tho little group of prominent state 
and government officials to offer 
thanks and congratulations to the col- 
onel, to whom in a great measure they 
owed the successful completion of tho 
project, and he repeatedly removed his 
hat In acknowledgement of their cor- 
dial welcome. 

These ceremonies mark tho success- 
ful termination of one of the greatest 
reclamation projects the world has 
ever seen. They mean tho reclama- 
tion of miles of burning desert, tho 
termination of years of toil under tho 
blazing Arizona sun, and tho addition 
to Arizona's farming lands of a terri- 
tory whose productive wealth will 
equal that of the most favored farm- 
ing districts of tho world. 

For countless ages tho . principal 
stream of Arizona, tho Salt river," swol- 
len to torrential proportions In tho 
spring by tho melting snows of the 
distant mountains and diminishing to 
a tiny creek under the blazing sun of 
summer, has wound Its tortuous 
courso through hundreds of miles of 
6un-soared desert lnnd that needed but 
the application of water to blossom 
into luxuriant vegetable life. The 
waste of this rich territory was called 
to tho attention of Colonel Roosevelt 
when ho occupied tho presidential 
chair, and he, in turn, ordered the gov- 
ernment's reclamation department to 
investigate. 

Engineers were sent to explore tho 
■valley of tho Salt river. Maps were 
made of Its winding courso and sam- 
ples of its soil were forwarded to 
Washington, with lengthy reports. 
Here tho reports were passed upon by 
the reclamation department, the soil 
was analyzed and the matter referred 
to tho president, whoso warm interest 
had given the scheme life. 

All of this is produced without di- 
rect co3t to the people of tho United 
States.. Tho government builds tho 
great dam and canal system. It does 
not call upon tho taxpayers, but util- 
izes for this purpose a fund derived 
from tho disposal of public land. This 
fund is not given away. It Is Invested 
in these works, and then tho peoplo 
who aro benefited must pay back the 
cost of the Investment at so much per 
ncro In ten annual installments. Tho 
money coming back Is used over again, 
every dollar being reinvested In addi- 
tional works as fast as payments are 
mado for those completed. 

This In brief, Is the story of tho 
great Arizona, reclamation project, as 
outlined by tho many speakers who 
followed Colonel Roosevelt at tho dedi- 
cation exercises, each of whom paid 
enthusiastic tribute to the prosecu- 
tion of tho project by tho engineers 
In charge and the support and interest 
of Colonel Roosevelt that made tho 
scheme practicable. 



Chicago.— The federal grand jury 
Thursday returned true bills against 
nine men charging them with having 
defrauded the government out of 10,- 
000 acres of Alaskan coal land. * 

They were Albert C. Frost, former 
president of tho Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric company and promoter of 
other enterprises, who Is now In Eu- 
rope; Pierre G. Beach, former secre- 
tary of tho Alaska Central railroad 
and at present secretary and treasur- 
er of tho A. C. Frost company; George 
M. Seward, receiver for tho A. C. 
Frost company; Frank Watson of Spo- 
kane, Wash.; George A. Ball o,f Mun- 
cle, Ind.; Duncan M. Stewart, Seward, 
Alaska, formerly manager of tho 
Southern bank of Toronto, Canada; 
Henry C. Osborne, Gwyn L. Francis 
and Francis H. Stewart of Toronto, 
bankers and brokers, who aided 
Frost. 

Tho alleged conspiracy began at 
Chicago on April 1, 190S, it is 
charged, to defraud tho government 
of large tracts of coal lands within 
the Cook inlet precinct and recording 
district In Alaska and In tho district 
of lands attached to the land ofllce of 
tho United States situated at Juneau; 

"The said coal lands aggregated ap- 
proximately 10,000 acres, are of tho 
value of $10,000,000," tho Indictment 
reads. 

"It was a part of said unlawful con- 
spiracy that by cunning persuasion 
and promises of pecuniary reward and 
by other corrupt means, persons sev- 
erally qualified by law to make loca- 
tion upon and entry and purchase of 
said coal lands should be Induced to 
make- fraudulent locations of coal 
lands, ostensibly for tho exclusive uso 
and benefit of said coal land claim- 
ants, respectively, but In truth and In 
fact for tho U3e and benefit of said 
conspirators or some of them." 

It Is charged that by this means the 
conspirators, or some of them, hoped 
to receive and enjoy the benefits of a 
greater number of locations and en- 
tries of coal lands, and of a greater 
quantity of coal lands, thnn allowed 
by law. $ 

The Indictment of Receiver Seward 
is a surprise, as he had been sum- 
moned as one of tho witnesses to tes- 
tify before the grand jury.

Now York. — Tho Standard Oil com- 
pany denies that It subscribed to a 
corruption fund alleged to Imvo been 
used to secure to Y/IUInm Lorlmer his 
seat In the senate. The following 
telegram was sent last Thursday to 
the Rev. Milton B. Williams, pastor of 
tho First Methodist church. Elgin. 111.: 
"Dear Sir: In the morning papers 
of this date It Is reported that at a 
mass meeting held in Elgin to de- 
nounce Senator William Lorlmer, you 
said that $620,000 had been spent in 
tho recent Eession of congress to ob- 
tain the acquittal of Senator Lorlmer 
and that this money had been put up 
by the Standard Oil company and 
other big financinl Interests. 

"As the statement Is foully and 
wholly false so far as it concerns tho 
Standard Oil company, I call on you 
for an Immediate public and complete 
retraction and an apology for libel 
and slander. The heat of public dis- 
cussion does not protect tho plain cit- 
izen, much less a minister of the gos- 
pel. In such unmeasured denuncia- 
tions, from tho rigors of the law.

Monarch Refrigerating Plant Is De- 
stroyed — Many Deeds of Heroism 
Aro Recorded — Twenty Persons In 
Hotel Overcome by Smoke.* 



W0LGAST WINS IN NINTH 

Retains Title of Lightweight Cham- 
pion by Beating George 
Memsic. 

Los Angeles. Cal.— By out-fighting 
George Memsic, the T'nclflc coast 
pugilist, in eight out of nine rounds of 
their scheduled 20-round battle, Ad. 
Wolgast Friduy again clinched the 
title of lightweight champion of the 
world. 

^Boxing before a crowd of 8.000 peo- 
ple In the Vernon, arena of the Pacific 
Athletic club Friday, Wolgast whipped 
tho Bohemian into such an abject 
state of helplessness that Referee 
Charles F. Eyton stopped the unequal 
contest early in tho ninth round and 
awarded tho decision to tho cham- 
pion. 

Memsic's one fleeting chance at tho 
world's lightweight tltlo camo and 
went glimmering In the first round. 

After tho light Promoter Thomas J. 
McCaroy, Wolgast, Memsic and Ref- 
eree Eyton were arrested charged 
with violating tho state law against 
prize fighting. 



Chicago.— -The Uvo3 of fifty firemen 
were jeopardized in a flro Sunday 
which destroyed warehouse "IV* of 
the Monarch Refrigerating plant, 40 
East Michigan street, and which, In 
several respects, was similar to the 
recent stock yards holocaust. 

Many of this number were injured 
and nil were made unconscious by tho 
deadly fumes of ammonia combined 
with smoke. 

The properly loss will approximate 
$900,000, according to estimates by 
employes of the company. This la 
partly covered by insurance. 

Deeds of heroism were not unusual 
and more than one fire, fighter risked 
his life, not once, but many times. 

Thirty men, commanded by Chief 
Patrick Egan. of the First battalion, 
were overcome while fighting tho 
flames from a perilous position on tho 
roof of the burning building. They, 
were rescued with great difficulty, .as 
tho cables of tho elevator in which the 
firemeu ascended had snapped, tho 
cage dropping to the basement with a 
load of flro fighters. 

It was necessary to carry tho uncon- 
scious firemen down a frail Iron lad- 
der — tho flro escnpo on the roar of the 
building. 

Members of engine companies 11 
and 13 were the first to arrive at tho 
fire. They wore ordered to tho fifth 
llcor, where smoko was pouring from 
the windows. At that tlmo the blaze 
did not appear serious. Within a 
short time, however, the men who 
were unable to crowd onto the firo es- 
cape were unconscious — stricken down 
almost before they were aware of 
their danger. 

Tho first victims were taken to the 
Passavunt hospital, as soon as res- 
cued. Among them was Arthur R. Sey- 
ferlich, chief of tho second battalion 
and brother of Chief Seyferllch. The 
latter, at the rlBk of his own life, car- 
ried his brother to a place of safety. 

The plant of the rpfrlgeratlng com- 
pany, of which Michael Espert is pres- 
ident and Fred Esper,t secretary and 
treasurer, Is divided into four sections 
separated by fire walls. Tho walls for 
a time prevented a spread of the blaze 
to all parts of tho structure, which is 
seven stories, of brick, and extends 
nearly a block In East Michigan street 
between Cass and Rush. 

Realizing the danger of his men, 
Chief Seyferllch, after rescuing his 
brother, ordered all of tho mon down 
from the fifth floor: Tho ammonia sup- 
ply then was shut off, decreasing the 
danger of an explosion.

Restriction on Saving Over $100 In 

Thirty Days Found to Work 

Hardship. 

Washington. — "The postal savings 
bank system has been more success- 
ful than reasonably could have been 
expected." 

This was tho comment made Sun- 
day by Postmaster General Hitchcock 
on the analysis of ' the returns from 
the 48 postal savings banks which 
have been in operation Binco January 
3. The reports from tho 48 second-J, 
class post offices where the postal 
banks are located cover the period 
from the establishment of tho banks 
to February 28, 1911. In that time 
3,923 accounts were opened and 0,861 
separate deposits were made, tho av- 
erage, amount of each deposit being 
$21.50. 

In the samo period only 259 ac: 
counts were closed by tho drawing out 
of tho deposits, tho total number of 
open accounts on Febraury 28 being 
3,G64. Tho not amount on deposit at 
the 48 bonks after two months of op- 
eration waB $133,869. 

If the same ratio of deposits and 
withdrawals Is maintained for' a year, 
the amount on deposit at tho end of 
tho year would bo $803,214. 

The aggregate population of all the 
48 cities iii which postal savings banks 
thus far have boon established is ap- 
proximately 370,000. 

Postmaster, General Hitchcock Is en- 
gaged in preparing for the establish- 
ment of 260 additional postal savings 
banks, an appropriation of $500,000 
having been made by tho recent con- 
gress for the extension of the system. 
The list g? cities in which the banks 
aro to bo located probably will bo an- 
nounced in the near future.

WASHINGTON.— Who aro tho main 
support of the capital city of our 
nation? What class contribute most 
to tho general prosperity of Washing-: 
ton? Tho ilrst city of the United 
States, unllko most other cities, haB 
no industries that aro furnishing a 
revenuo to its citizens and for this 
reason tho, question of maintenance 
naturally arises. Many towns are kept 
In a flourishing condition by the in- 
como which its citizens derive from 
working In mllla, factories and' vari- 
ous, other forms of manufacturing In- 
dustries, but Washington has no 
source of .this nature, from which to 
draw Its support. Our capital de- 
pends on the government clerk. The 
government Itself is the big mill that 
Alls tho envelopes of Washlngtonlans 
every, week and tho ducato that flow 
Into the .purses of the grocer, baker, 
plumber,' lawyer, doctor and clergy- 
man com© from the envelopes of tho 
40,000 clerks that keep Washington 
alive. 

Tho members of the legislature re- 
ally take more money out of Washing- 
ton than they bring In. When the 



height of the season Ib on they .-lend 
ah atmosphere of hustling prosperity 
to the town,' but when tho warm 
months come around they leave town 
with filled purses '). and spend their 
bulky sum at the -seashore, and moun- 
tain resorts. The busy clerks stick, to 
their posts in all kinds of weather 
and all through the year and when the 
gloom settles down after tho big guns 
are gone the government, clerk is the 
only hope of tho merchant and the 
amusement managers. It may seem 
strange, but when closely figured out 
the humble government clerk Is the 
malnBtny of our capital city. 

During the long months when the 
congressmen and senators aro enjoy- 
ing tho' luxuries of vacation the clerk 
must sweat for his dally bread. Those 
humid summer months of Washington 
are hard on a man's nerves and dis- 
position and hence the physician and 
lawyer are kept from tho door of pov- 
erty. Pood, dress and . amusement 
must be had and this necessity pro- 
vides for the well being of still an- 
other class. In this way the 40,000 
clerks keep things moving during the 
dead season. If tho clerks were to 
follow tho example of tho legislators 
and go to summer resorts to rest up 
for two or three months tho capital 
city would take on the appearance of 
a deserted village, tho. merchants 
would be compelled to close up shop 
and grasB would begin to appear be- 
tween tho cracks of the sidewalk.

THE federal bureau of labor, after de- 
voting a year's study to work- 
men's Insurance and compensation sys- 
tems In Europe has put out a report In 
which it presents a study of the In- 
ruranco and compensation systems for 
tho benefit of workmen in case of ac- 
cident, sickness, old age, Invalidity and 
unemployment In 11 European coun- 
tries. Charles P. Nelll, commissioner 
of labor, believes the report will be 
of peculiar Interest to working men 
In tho United States at this time, in 
view of the fact that the suSject of 
workmen's Insurance Is a live subject 
and' ono discussed In the legisla- 
ture of nearly every state. He points 
out that within recent years eight 
states, Connecticut, Illinois, Massachu- 
setts, Minnesota, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio and Wisconsin, as well as 
the federal government, have appoint- 
ed commissions to study methods of 
compensating workmen for disability 
incurred in the course of their em- 
ployment As a result of these activ- 
ities one state, New York, has al- 
ready enacted compensation laws of 
general application, while two states, 
Montana and Maryland, have made 
provisions for ctate systems of co- 



operative insurance against accidents 
to workmen engaged in mining. 

The forms of old age Insurance now 
In -operation In the European countries 
are classified by the commissioner of 
labor as voluntary Insurance not sub- 
sidized by tho government, Voluntary 
Insurance receiving government subsi- 
dies, compulsory insurance, and non- 
contributory insurance. The investi- 
gation rovealed that In a number of 
European countries funds, are found 
which provide old age pensions for em- 
ployees on tho basis of contributions 
from both employers and workman. 
Usually the .employer requires the 
workman to Join tho fund, so that as 
far as the employe Is concerned tho 
system may be regarded as compul- 
sory. 

The three European countries having 
a national- Bystem of compulsory old 
age Insurance are Austria, France and 
Germany. In each case the law enu- 
merates the classes of persons subject 
to the law. In Austria, the law in- 
cludes salaried persons only, though 
tho government is now engaged in 
formulating a plan for a national sys- 
tem of insurance; for workmen. In 
Franco and Germany the law covers 
nearly all tho population gainfully em- 
ployed who are receiving wages or sal- 
aries, though many Independent per* 
jons of small means. are Included. The 
expense of the pension In each of the 
three countries is mot by payments 
from the insured persons and from the 
employers.

FOR tho first time in the history of 
the government the expiring gasp 
of a short session of congress wos;pro- 
longed beyond tho "legislative day of 
March 3" and into the; legislative day 
of March 4. The precedent was sot In 
the senate, and It happened this way: 
Inadvertently a motion was adopted 
Friday to 1 the effect that the Senate 
session of Saturday was to. begin at 8 
a. m. The custom had been to ta^te 
a recess until - the time . agreed upon 
for the meeting on the calendar day of 
March 4, but «orly Saturday morning 



the Senato adjourned the legislative 
day of March 3. When the senate re- 
covered therefrom it was for both 
the legislative and calendar day of 
March 4. 

As soon as it became noised about 
that a custom had been violated, sena- 
tors began a hasty examination of 
precedents. Senator Galllngor was In 
tho chair. He referred the question 
to Henry H.Gllfry, the senate parlla- 
montarlan. After, a long search It. was 
discovered that while the senate never 
had n legislative day of March 4 for 
the purpose of winding up a session of 
congresB, there was no reason, except 
custom, for that fact 

For the first time, therefore, loaders 
of the senate learned that the calendar 
day. Is superior .to the* legislative day 
in determining parliamentary situa- 
tions.

Will the deep waterway propaganda 
keep faith with the people? This la es- 
sentially all there is to the deep wa- 
terway and water power proposition 
as It is now. before; the general as- 
sembly of Illinois. When a state 
wide campaign for a- lakes- to-t he-gulf 
deep waterway was begun by Senator 
Lorimer and his associates the- people 
were promised that if they would vole 
a twenty million dollar bond issue, it 
would assure the co-operation of tho 
federal government, and* result In a 
deep waterway of not less than .14 
feet from Chicago to the^guif. The 
Importance of this waterway to com- 
merce was exploited at great length. 
The hope was held out of much lower 
freight tates for everyone and large- 
ly Increased shipping facilities; that 
that was the only "way; to bring the 
railways to time and that thjs con- 
struction by tho state 'would give It 
control of the water- power feature, 
which It was. estimated would pay off 
(he 1 bondB before they were due. 

The people fixed a money limit and 
what it was to produce, all based upon 
representations, made to them in the 
campaign. It it now up to the govern- 
or and the general assembly to deliver 
the goods, or not to. spend the money 
at all. It Is simply a question of keep- 
ing faith with the people or breaking 
it 

According to the act, the general 
assembly was given authority to ex- 
pend twenty millions, or bo much 
thereof as might be necessary to "cre- 
ate a deep waterway or canal, to be 
a part of a general plan or scheme of 
deep waterway." (Note the general 
Plan")., 

Uncle Sam Doesn't Join In. 

The only power competent to deal 
with a general plan or scheme of deep 
waterway of course* Is the United 
States government. Up to this time, 
however, it has adopted no such- gen- 
eral plan or scheme, and on the con- 
trary has refused -to do so. Unless 
the federal government Joins', the wa- 
terway will end at , "Utlca Instead of 
the gulf. \ 

The International Improvement 
Commission was appointed by the 
governor to make .up, among other. du- 
ties, an estimate of the cost of a com- 
plete deep waterway and water power, 
as contemplated by the constitutional 
amendment carrying the bonds. 

The report bdowb by items an esti- 
mated cost of |19,957.517, leaving a 
surplus for safety of less than $.43,000; 
surely a very small sum for such a 
great project 

But this Is not the worst of It. The 
estimated cost omits some Items that 
must.be considered, which will total j 
a largo sum. Not k dollar ftppears to j 
bo set aside for administration, legal I 
expenses, court costs, engineering, su- 
pervision or damages of any kind, 
etc., etc; 

The sum of $340,000 is put down j 
for the cost of the right of way, CO , 
miles long, through towns, cities, vil- 
lages and farms. Comment on the In- 
adequacy of this Item seems super- 
fluous. fi . 

Can any member vote to expend the 
money on such a showing when It is 
morally certain that It will be lost 7 
It would be far safer and more busi- 
ness like to go back to the .people 
and tell them another twenty million , 
dollars will be required, and get their 
answer to It. 

What Schmltt BUI Means. 

If other proof Is necessary to show 
the funds are ndt sufllclent to give 
the people what they authorized, the j 
Schmltt bill, Just Introduced In • the ; 
legislature as "the administration- wa- 1 
terways measure," furnishes the proof, j 
This bill does not provide for a deep * 
waterway at all, but a waterway of 
such depth as the money voted. will 
pay for. In other words, the bill pro- 
poses to spend tho money, complete 
the dams, locks and powerhouses,,and 
whatever Is left If anything, will be 
expended Upon the channel. The Lord 
only knows how much that will be; 
It may be only sufficient to duplicate 
the old Illinois and Michigan canal/ 
which it parallels. 

Easy to Protect People's Rights. 

Powerful political influences are b 
hind this scheme, and it is proposedV 
to Jam it through the general^nssem- 
bly using the "bogy man" that unless ; 
this Is done some great corporate In- 
terests will gobble up the water pow- 
er sites and rob posterity of this val- 
uable asset. They ask: Is It not 
the duty of the state to take Imme- 
diate steps to protect the people's in- 
terest? This. protection can be easily 
had. All the state has to do Is to 
charter a tug or launch and go up 
and down the channel, above and bo- 
low the Marseilles dam, and make a 
record that the channel Is navigable 
In fact. The state fish boat; or any 
other old craft will do. Ten days and 
a few hundred dollars will dp the 
trick. This will, double, seam and 
copper rivet the people's rights for all . 
time, as no one can dam a navigable ■ 
channel without a permit of the fed- 
eral government, to do so— why not 
do it that way? |

) Paris Hero Meets Tragic Death. 

Jean Georges, the Parisian cab dri- 
ver who received the legion of honor 
for his heroism at the charity bazaar 
fire, on May 16, 1897, when he saved 
the lives of 15 women, lost his life 
by drowning early last month near 
Bordeaux. For some years after his 
exploit he and his carriage were in 
constant demand on the boulevards of 
Paris, especially, by English and Amer- 
ican tourists, but the advent of the au- 
tomobile ultimately forced him out.
